The name of ir. Sun first began to 
appear in newspapers of the weste 
world back in the late seis, when h 
vigorous pronouncements against the 
dynastic Manchu emperors of China, 
attracted some attention. He was then 
living in the Hawalian islands with his 
widowed mother, who had migrated to 
Honolulu with her husband, an agent 


[of a Christian mission. Since 1895, 


however, when he essayed the first of 
his many revolutions, his name has 
become almost as well known to the 


he was proclaimed the first provisional 
president of the Chinese republic, and 
again in May, 1921, when he was 
elected president of all China. 

Dr. Sun was an exile for a time in 
Japan, while civil war raged in China. 
After his election as president at Can 
ton he led armies. against the Peking 
government, which was finally over- 
‘thrown when Chang Tso-lin defeated 
Wu Pei-fu last fall. 

Dr. Sun, although few of his asso- 
ciliates knew it, was a Christian.
